Hon Humphrey Mitchell, Minister of 
Labor, told the press today that great 
satisfaction had been expressed with 
the results obtained through the ef- 
forts of National Selective Service, in 
co-operation with provincial authori- 
ties, in providing labour for harvest- 
ing operations on the Prairies. 

Mr. Mitchell said that about 4,000 
farmers from Ontario were transferred 
to the Prairie Provinces and that 
“those who participated in this har 
vest excursion to help their fellow: 
farmers cou.d be justiliabiy procd of a 
job well done.” 

“T have received letters from Pro- 
vincial Premiers, Ministers of Agri- 
culture, and other officials compliment 
ing us on the type of man transferred 
to the Prairies to assist in the hanvest- 
ing this year’, the Minis er declared, 
“and while a great deal of the credit 
for the success of this program should 
be given to the provincial and National 
Selective Service officials who have 
co-operated in working out the many 
administrative details involved, the 
major share of any credit must go to 
the men themselves who volunteered 
for this necessary work. Through 
their whole-hearted participation the 
possibility of a large portion of the 
western grain crop being lost by rea- 
son of a labour shortage was nullified. 

“The very valuable assistance re- 
ceived from soldiers in all parts of 
Canada has also been greatly appreci- 
ated.” Mr. Mitchel said ‘Soldiers 
were granted compassionate farm 
leave by the military authorities and 
permitied to return home where they 
knew conditions and were able to ren- 
der the best service”,

On January 24th., 1895, Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill died and Jennie was 
left with two sons and an uncertain 
future. The ‘Journey Into Death’ had 
taken the Randolph Churchills around 
the world in hope of a delay. The 
book records that they crossed Canada 
visited the hospital at Medicine Hat, 
travelled through a prairie fire to 
Banff and admired the Rocky Mount- 
ains. Their ultimate hope was to see 
the capital of Burma, the country 
which Randolph had annexed for the 
British Empire. He collapsed in Bom- 
bay. The “Journey Into Death” was 
almost complete. 

From here on Lady Randolph 
Churchill's story is that of a mother, a 
mother who sees her son launched on 
a political career though she could not 
live to see the crowning glory of it. 
The life of this remarkable woman 
then took a new turning, a renounce- 
ment of the past. “It was not difficult 
to bid farewell to her first life. It had 
been a rich life, but now it was fully 
accomplished, and it should not last 
beyond its time. Her new name would 
be Mrs. George Cornwallis-West. Exit 
Lady Randolph.”

most important thing we’ve added is |

I couldn’t tell you before, but when, 
you mentioned that we should have 
lots of wood to burn, it really struck a 
funny note. There isn’t a single tree 
on the island- All the wood we are 
using is salvaged from Jap houses, 
dugouts, gun emplacements, etc. It’s 
valuable here, only the scraps being 
burned.

I myself was on the lookout for land 
mines, more so than others, and it’s 
Plain irony (I call it) that I should 
practically sit on one. Wasn’t there 
long though! They touched it off a 
few days later and that’s when I found 
out it really was a mine. No one was 
sure at the time I sat on it. 

Fox-holes were our beds for 2 week 
or so and they can be comfortable ex- 
cept when it rains. 

We found hundreds of dug-outs and 
gun emplacements, and hundreds of 
feet of tunnels in the bigger positions, 
though I never crawled through any. 
No use sticking your neck out The 
emplacements were very roughly made 
considering the time they had and the 
dugouts for living near outposts were 
inelaborate—I'd hate to live in them.
